NOW TOTAL $18,543,820. 


Jefferson City, Mo,, June 1.—There 
wa* a balance of $18,543,820.91 in the 
various funds in the State Treasury 
today, of which $3,944,389.75 belong­ 
ed to the public school fund. 
The 
school fund, which arises from the 
setting aside of one-third of all re­ 
ceipts for the public schools, will be 
greatly in excess of $4,000,000 
by 
July 1, the end of the current school 
year. The school fund to be distribut­ 
ed in July will be the largest in the 
history of the state. 
The total balance 
in 
the general 
revenues from which the state obtains 
its spending money was $6,031,524.70; 
in the good roads fund, $4,562,816.97 
of which $2137,000 approximately re­ 
presented automobile license fee col­ 
lections by the 
Secretary of State 
since January 1. 
The earnings of the 
Penitentiary 
during May were $105,000 and the ex­ 
penditures $145,090.88, a balance 
of 
$55,691.04 remaining. 
The state park fund, arising from 
the diversion of 5 per cent of 
the 
fees from hunting (kineses, was $41,- 
288.48. 
The total 
balance 
in 
the 
game fund was $69,256.48. 
The total expneditures from 
all 
funds for the month of May 
were 
$3,623,339.75. 
The receipts into all 
fumL $2,291,523.18.

are raised 
within a radius of six or seven miles 
of Morley. 
In the first part of May 
a meeting was held in Morley of the 
canteloupe growers 
and as a result 
the Scott County 
Canteloupe Grow­ 
ers Association was organiz«!. 
Mr. 
C. B. Miehelson, Marketing Agent of 
the Frisco Railway Co., and W. 
W. 
W’ooden, Manager of the Watermelon 
Association, were present ami 
made 
talks on the* value of the farmers or­ 
ganizing to 
handle 
their speciality 
crops. 
It was brought out at this meeting 
that the old 
method 
of marketing 
canteloupes is a very crude and usual­ 
ly an unprofitable one. The system of 
the growers meeting 
all trains and 
competing with each other in trying 
to get rid of their canteloupes is not 
a very economical system of market­ 
ing them. 
Also, 
when a purchaser 
buys a crate and find a few in 
it 
that arc not fit to eat, he will 
not 
likely buy any more 
Morley cante­ 
loupes. 
There is but one system of 
marketing such a perishable, special­ 
ity crop, and that is, through organi­ 
zation where 
the product is grad«! 
ami pack«! right. 
Under the old system a man could 
not handle more than one or two acres 
of canteloupes successfully. But thru 
proper organization 
a 
grower ean 
raise as many acres as he choose and 
get rid of his product with less trou­ 
ble than when handling a small patch. 
There are a few knockers on this 
organization, 
but 
we 
could exp« t 
nothing good to be start«! 
without 
someone objecting. 
No one that has 
studi«! the problem of 
co-operative 
marketing or who has kept up 
with 
the successes of similar organizations 
that have sprung 
up all over 
the 
country, can rightfully oppose such a 
movement. It is the most progressive 
and broad-minded farmers that 
al­ 
ways put across such movements as 
this.
